ance witli the plans of the Burnham 
commission, which involves an ulti­ 
mate ex penditure 
of 
$50,000,000, of 
which nearly one-half has already been 
devoted to enhancing the aspect of 
several sections ot tne national cap­ 
ital. 
The splendid railway terminal, 
inferior to none on the globe; the huge 
senate and house office buildings, sec­ 
ond in importance only to the capito! it­ 
self, with which they form an unsur­ 
passed architectural grouj); the huge 
National museum and the dei» artmeni 
of agriculture near by in the Mall, and 
the superb library of congress, at last 
give definition of the comprehensive 
project for making the city that 
be­ 
longs to the whole country worthy of 
a great, progressive people. 
Within a few years from now Wash­ 
ington’s chief slums, in the triangular 
tract fron the capitol to the treasury, 
lying between Peiiiisylvaiiia 
avenue 
and the Mall, will have given way to 
a chain of parka surrounding notable 
public buildings. 
The post office aud 
the municipal building have already 
risen in this section, and congress at 
its last session appropriated $2,500.000 
for acquiring another huge slice, upon

failed to offer their holdings at reason­ 
able prices, condemnation proceedings

The Kosciuszk o monument which is 
to be erected at the northeast corner 
of Lafay ette 
p^rk , in 
Washington, 
will harmonize in general characteris­ 
tics with the statues of Lafay ette on 
the Pennsy lvania ave-nue front of that 
park and with the statue of Baron von 
Steuben which is to be erected at the 
northw est corner of the park . 
It is 
Btated on the authority of Col. Brora- 
well, the engineer oflicer in charge of 
public buildings and grounds, that the 
erection of the Kosciuszk o m onum ent 
at the point indicated will not inter­ 
fere in the least with the large Am er­ 
ican elm which stands at the north­ 
east corner of the park . 
That tree 
said to be the 
finest 
specimen of its k ind in the District. 
The m em bers of the Cosmos club, on 
the opposite corner, and others inter­ 
ested in the preservation of the tree 
secured a personal promise from P res­ 
ident Roosevelt that the location of 
a 
m onum ent at that corner would not he 
perm itted to interfere in any way with 
the trunk or roots of the “grand old 
tree.” 
Antonio Popiel, who designed the 
Kosciuszk o monument, has a high rep­ 
utation on the European t*ontinent as 
a sculptor and is the author of many 
artistic creations. 
He was born in 
Galicia, Austria, in 1865, and 
after 
completing a gram m ar school course 
etudied at the a rt academies of K ra­ 
k ow, Vienna, Berlin, Florence 
and 
Paris. 
On completing his profession­ 
al studies he was appointed professor 
of sculpture a t the Imperia| and Roy ­ 
al Poly technic schools at Lemberg. He 
m ade many decorations in relief and 
several m onum ents a t Lenibeig 
and 
other cities in Poland. 
He won m any 
prizes in artistic competitions, includ­ 
ing the flr.st prize among 20 competi­ 
tors for the Kosciuszk o m onum e nt 
P resident Roosevelt took an active in­ 
terest in the Kosciuszk o competition, 
and it was on his strong 
personal 
recom mendation that the aw'ard was 
given to Mr. PopieVs design. 
The figure of Kosciuszk o, which 
Is 
the leading feature of the m onum ent­ 
al group, represents Kosciuszk o in the 
uniform of a general in the 
Imited 
States army . 
He stands in an easy 
and natural position, his left

Not the least interesting of 
the 
pope’s jubilee g ifts was the unique 
gold coin of Pope Innocent IX., wdiich, 
recently exhumed at AcquI, Italy , was 
contended for by coin collectors, King 
Victor Emmanuel being an unsuccess­ 
ful competitor. 
T his coin, the only one in existence 
of the rcdgn of Innocent IX., was need­ 
ed to make the A'aiicau cidlection of 
J papal coins complete. 
The papal coins exhibit the portraits 
of many of the popes and their coars 
of arms, and furnish m etallic history 
of the coinag e of the church from the 
first issues in the latter part of the 
eig hth century down to 1870, when the 
panal states were annexed to Italy 
and the papal mint ceased operations. 
The papal series of coin.s is one of 
the very long est, covering 1,136 y ears. 
The first r>ope to issue coins was Ad­ 
rian I. 
The coins of Europe were then 
larg ely in im itation of those of the 
By zanliiie empire, whose gold by zaiits 
were g enerally used throughout the 
continent, and the coin of Pope Ad­ 
rian was a fair example of the coinage 
of iho time.s. 
It show'ed a full face 
portrait, presumably of St, Peter, on 
•;!ie obverse, siirronirled by the inscrip­ 
tion “ liadrianus P. P.” and the cross 
on ibo reverse, very much after tlio 
sty le of Uu lly zantine pieces. 
.Viiti'.y of the early ii’sues of 
the 
])opes show the name of the reigning 
pope and a representation of either 
St. Peter or Si. Patil. 
Perhaps no se- 
lies of coins shows a greater variety 
(>f desig n or m ore skillful execiitfott. 
The church, ahvay s a patron of ibe 
arts, em pioy cd the forem ost avtist.s 
of the time, and .some of the coins 
are from the hands of such men as 
Cellini and Francia. 
A gold sctido of J ulius IT., the de­ 
sig n of which is credited to Francia, 
shows a finely engraved portrait of the 
pope, with 
the 
inscription: “ J ulius 
Pontifex M aximus.” 
A coin of A lex­ 
ander ATI., attributed to Paolo, shows 
I on the reverse the crossed key s and 
. crown, iievhans oiu' of the first of the 
papal coins to bear this device. 
The coins of the ]>op<*.s were struck 
in many jdaces, iuciiuHiig Rome, Bo- 
1og^|a, Avignori, Perugia. Terni. San 
Severino and Gaeia. 
One of the inter­ 
esting pieces of the Roman mint w'as 
a silver ducai of riem en t ATI. 
This 
piece, irregular in sítoé» ©- was struck 
ill 1527, when Rome was in a state of 
sieg e. 
On the obverse are shown the 
arms and title of Pope Clement, with 
the 
word 
‘ Ducato ’ 
inclosed 
by 
a 
w’reatli on the rever.se. 
To this sam e 
po|Mi is credited a jubilee five sequin 
piece in gold, struck in 1525. It is not 
unlikely that ihc latter piece was en­ 
graved by Cellini.

The introduction of the extrem a 
sim plicity of the Braille alphabet for 
the blind has been speedily followed by 
th e invention of a m achine that writes 
that character with g reat vapidity and 
*ase, relates the New York Sun. 
Most persons know of books printed 
for the use of the blind and em ploy ing 
an em ixissed character for finger read­ 
ing w'herein the attem pt has 
been 
made to preserve the outlines of the 
Roman alphabet. 
That ty pe has prac­ 
tically gone out of use except for those 
who acquired it long ag o and are not 
Inclined to change. 
The objection to this character is 
that it may not readily be decipliere.d 
by touch. For such as have lost their 
sig ht after they have acquired the 
art of reading visually it was supposed 
that it would be easier to recognize 
by the sensitive finger tips forms al­ 
ready familiar to the ey e. In the case 
of those born blind or becoming sig ht­ 
less in their early y ears this supposed 
advantage cannot exist. 
The Braille character tiiscards whol* 
ly all idea of resem bling the Roman 
alphabet. 
It has beea thought out 
with the sole purpose of making the 
besc and m ost facile use of the tac­ 
tile sense. 
Its fundamental elem ent is a cell 
of six em bossed dots, each as larg e 
as the head of a good-sized pin, the 
dots arranged in tw’o vertical columns 
of three each, the tw o colum ns so 
closely approximated as to establish 
the unity of this cell, y et sufficiently 
far apay t to adm it of distinct touch 
sense of the individual dots. The sev- ^ 
eral letters are formed by the em ­ 
ploy m ent of one or fi^re of th ese em ­ 
bossed dots, identif^K ion depending 
upon the number of ik e s e dots and 
their position in the ftifcam ental cell. 
The m ost common vowel in English, 
e, is represented by a sing le dot7 this 
is difteientiated from the only other 
letter represented by a sing le dot, a. 
by the fact that a is made fixm on« 
of the dots in the upper line of the 
cel], e by a dot ifi the m iddle line. 
The m ore frequent letters are repre­ 
sented by com binations of tw o Of 
three dots in different positions. 
The 
full alphabet is made without em ploy ­ 
ing more than five dots, the number in 
j q, X and z. 
Because this alphabet is so neatl: 
developed on a scientific basis the 
ty pew riter invented for it If of th« 
sim plest 
and 
durable 
construction. 
T ie unit of the m achine Is the Braille 
cell duplicated. 


The paper in iis carriag e is moved 
in a sidew ise travel over a sm all steel 
plate having six holes reproducing the 
dots of the cell. 
Over this plate !• 
firmly mounted another cell plate hav­ 
ing six rounded depressions to serve 
as a matrix. 
Any number of dots up to six and 
reproducing any position in the Braille 
cell may be made by plunger pinr 
which operate upward through thf 
holes In the lower plate and force the 
paper into the pits in the, matrix block 
above. 
These plunger pins are actu 
ated by cam s set in motion by th« 
pouch of the key s. 
The key board is of the utm ost sim ­ 
plicity , 
It looks like a sm all section 
o f a piano, w ith a white basebqard and 
six black key s rising therefrom- JJach 
key sets in motion one o f the plungers 
in the cell and by pressing down Its 
corresponding key one may reproduce 
each dot necessary to com plete, tbs 
character.
